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Britain and Germany Both Far 
Ahead of This Country with 
Plans, Says Dr. E. E. Pratt. 


Restrictions That Must Be Re- 
“moved Told by Expert in— 
Foreign Commerce. 


MANY LAWS NEED REVISION 


With Largest Merchant Marine in 
World, U. 8. Must Prepare to 
Keep it Going, ‘He Asserts. 


The Waites States is not doing as 
much as Great. Britain, or even. Ger- 
many, 
trade, Dr. Edward Ewing Pratt, for- 
mer Chief of the Bureau of - Foreign 
_ and Domestic Commerce, Department of 


Commerce, said yesterday. He urged 
the need of the Government and indi- 


vidual exporters making immediate 
preparations for international business. 
Restrictions on trade by the Govern- 
ment, he. declared, should -be removed 
at the earliest practicable moment. 

‘Germany is making-careful and de- 
tailed preparations for after-the-war 
trade,” he sald. ‘As one prominent 
German economist: expresses it, ‘* For- 
eign trade. is at ‘once the strength and 
the Achilles heel of the new German 
Empire.’ 

“By this he meant. that foreign trade 
is the thing most needed by’ Germany, 
and at the same time it would be the 
cause of Germany's greatest weakness, 
largely because of her:inability to get 
necessary raw niaterials. ? 

‘“* Germany’s ‘greatest problem in the 

next few months is the problem of se- 
curing raw materials—fodder, fats, spin- 
ning material, rubber, copper, nickel, 
skins, hides, phosphates, &c. In order/ 
to insure a supply of these raw mate- 
rials, Germany. is making preparations 
net only by carefully regulating cargo 
space, but by regulating the industries 
of the nation.

ganization, -which is an amalgamation 
of ‘the regular, . National Guard, and 
National. Army: forces. These officers 
who°* are now exercising command. in 
higher. grades. under what :is termed 
** emergency ”’ commissions. include Gen- 
eral Pershing, the Commander in Chief 
:n France; General March, the Chief of 
the General Staff; Lieut. Gens. Liggett 
and’ Bullard, the commanders ‘of the 
First and. Second: Armies, and. practi- 
cay .all of the ‘corps, division, and 
brigade commanders. 

It is: believed that in a number of in- 
flances’Congress may by special legis- 
lation -authorize the retention in their 
present grades of some of the ‘more 
prominent Generdls; among whom it is 
believed will -be Generals Pershing, 
March; Liggett, and Bullard, and some 
of the division. commanders. In: the 
case -Of the. corps.and division com- 
manders a majority of them are regular 
army Colonels, to’ which grade practi- 
cally all of them will revert unless Con- 
gress intervenes and makes ‘their pres- 
ent. commissions _permanent. | It is esti- 
mated that over 75 per cent. of the reg- 
imental and’ battalion. ¢eommanders are 
officers, whose regular army rank. is. of 
a lesser grade than ‘that they now hold.

Subway Engineer Says.Times 
Square Proposal Is ‘‘ Phys- , 
ically Impracticable.” 


SEES HAZARD TO PUBLIC 


Crosstown Loops, He Declares, 
Would Involve Endless Switching | 
as Well as Property Damage. 


The plan of Frederick C. Weber, a 
consulting engineer,’ for | changing: the 
present: ‘shuttle service in~Forty-second 
Street: so that trains using it could also 
be operated.’ on both ‘the west and east 


side subways, which has been favorably.’ 


considered by. sevéral’ civic. organiza- 
tions, ‘has been adversely reported upon 
by Daniel LL, Turner, Chief Engineer of 
the. Publie- Service: Commission. It is 
Mr. Turner's opinion- that the plan is 
opposed to the'public interest and safety, 
and that it is impracticable from ‘the 
standpoint of operation and construction. 

In«describihg some of the disadvan- 
tages of the plan Mr. Turner says:

‘The actual extent of such damages,” 
his report concludes, ‘* could only be de- 
termined: after: a complete development 
of such plan as Mr, Weber might finally 
suggest. It is pontine: now to éati- 
mate the ‘money cost of out the 
actual ‘construction Bon ag bor: it would 
amount tm ™illions. of dollars, . The 
property d2§°>ges would be peene ns. 
Consequently. within reason the plan is 
net physically practicable.’’

Erasmus Youth Is Victor, but 
Mistake About Course May 
Cause Rerunning. 

M) Rick of Erasmus Hall High School 
led the large field of schoolboy harriers 
who competed yesterday in-the annual 
high schools championships cross-eoun- 
try race, held under the auspices of the 
Public Schools Athletic League over the 
Jamaica High School ‘course of about 
two and. one-half milés, Rick crossed 
the finish line, extended to ‘his limit by 
B. Buck, Evander Childs. High School, 
in 13:25. At the end of the hill-and-dale 
climb the Buff and Blue harrier had an 
advantage of about one yard on Buck. 

Rick‘s time represents a journey of 
about“ two miles or slightly more. 
Whether he will get the individual 
championship title isa moot. question. 
Likewise it is problematical whether 
Richmond Hill High School, ‘which fin- 
ished the first team of five men ‘with 
the winning low total of 70 points, will 
receive the team championship emblem. 

Through some confusion on the part of 
runners and officials the original course 
was not followed by the field of ninety- 
one hill and dalers who started, repre- 
senting eleven high schools in the met- 
ropdlitan district. The course had been 
mapped out by flags, but the emblems 
had not been placed according to in- 
structions, 

Officials of the race who were fa- 
miliar with the course were, therefore, 
standing at one point, waiting to check 
the runners as they sped by, and the 
flags marking thé course took the field 
away from the: authorities. This ‘con- 
dition did not become known. until: too 
late to: repair the trouble, so that the 
field twice traversed the wrong course, 
which was’ about half a mile shorter 
than the journey as planned.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 

Senator JAMES HAMILTON LEwis of 
Illinois, the Democratic “whip” in the 
Seriafe, openly avowed an object which 
large numbers of the people believe the 
Government at Washington is more of 
less indirectly seeking to-attain, the Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of rail- 
roads, telegraphs and telephones, . ship- 
ping, and even of some sources of pro- 
duction,’ such as coal and oil. Whatever 
of furtiveness there may be in the pro- 
cedure, Postmaster General BURLESON 
must be acquitted on that score; he has 
for years openly advocated ownership 
of telegraphs and telephones, which he 
would bring into the control of, his dé- 
partment. The assumption of control 
iad railroads by the Government, ‘looked 


ipon as a war measure, was willingly

was questioned. The edict or ‘decree. es- 
tablishing control over the ocean. cables, 
bearing a date just prior to*the armi- 
stice, was not made known to the public 
untilhostilitieshad ceased altogether; 
Postmaster General’s attempted’ justifi- 
cation was not at all convincing; in the 
Senate, as shown in the debate on ‘thé 
closing day of the. session, and through- 
out. the country, there is a feeling that 
considerations of public-welfare furnish 
no warrant for Government: control of 
cables, and speculation as to the real 
motive of the act is rife. 


The advance of the Government toward 
public ownership has been so marked 
that Senator Lewis evidently felt that 
the time had come for frankness. He in- 
troduced on Thursday ‘a resolution open- 
ly declaring the policy of Government 
ownership in these words: 


Be it resolved by the United States 
Senate, assembled, That it is the exprés- 
sion of the United States Senate that 
the policy of the United States Govern- 
ment for the future should be that of 
Government ownership of interstate : 
railroads, telegraphs, telephones, and 
also national lines of communication : 
necessary to complete postal-and'tele- 


graphic service to the citizens of the 


nation. 

Resolyed,, further, That the Govern-’ 
ment should possess and own all natu- 
ral agencies for the production of fuel 
produced and created from land and 
fuel produced from natural agencies.,.It 
shall construct and own ‘ships and’ 
agencies of water transportation neces-. 
sary. for merchant marine, all to be: 
maintained and eontinued in behalf of. 
the United States and for the advance- 
ment of its commerce, so as to facili- 
tate the dealings of the citizens of the 
United States in rs of .trade and 
shipping with citizens of jor: 
countries. 

It is time for the people of the United 
States to take serious note of ' ‘this evi- 
dent drift toward Government owner- 
ship. at. Washington and to. determine 
whether they want it to go further: The 
question is not new, it has been under 
discussion for many decades. Examples 
of Government operation of railroads in 
other lands have been cited both by those 
who approve and those who oppose the 
principle, the latter having much the 
better of the argument so far as. the 
cost and quality of the service are con- 
cerned. The people of the United States 
have for some montlis had experience ‘of 
Government operation. of ‘the railroads. 
While it would not be fair to base ;con- 
clusions wholly upon a demonstration 
carried on under the unusual conditions 
of. war, the people do know. that under 
Government control accommodation. has 
been restricted, the cost of service has 
been greater; and while charges: ‘have | 
been raised, the taxpayers. must make

The King of Eng- 
land was not there, nor even the Prince 
of Wales; England was represented by 
Lord CASTLEREAGH at first and then by 
the Duke of WELLINGTON. The Czar had 
a corps of able diplomats working under 
him, and the Prussian King was aided 
or governed by HARDENBERG and HuM- 
BoLDT. Austria, another of the Allies, 
was actively represented by METTERNICH, 
France by “TALLEYRAND, and Poland, 
which was still a suppressed and parti- 
tioned nation, but had hopes of coming 
‘to’ life: again; by CZARTORISKI as a-mem- 
ber of the Russian delegation. It may 
be remarked, not-only as.a matter of 
historic interest but as a hint to guide 
the present Allies, that TALLEYRAND, rep- 
resenting. the defeated country, so 
manoeuvred by setting one ally against 
another as to bear off the greatest pro- 
portionate gains of the Congress.

Our own Republic is older than either 
of them, older than any of the European 
Allies except England, for it. dates from 
1776; or from 1789, according as one 
chooses to be guided by the Declaration 
of Independence or the Constitution. 
Serbia was ai kingdom long ago, but the 
Serbian Kingdom that arose when Tur- 
key began to fall to. pieces forty years 
ago was a new monarchy; all the old 
aristocracy had been wiped-out by the 
Turks, and PETER KARAGEORGEVITCH is a 
peasant King, like the Maccabees. Equail- 
ly new is the Rumanian Kingdom, and 
even the Greek Kingdom is not a century 
old. 

When the soldiers and sailors from the 
ends of the earth are reviewed by. the 
Kings, Presidents, and Premiers of the 


Western world at least, and by repre- 


sentatives of all that: counts in the 
Eastern world, it will be useless to. seek 
in history for any precedent:,for the 
spectacle; nor will there be any for that 
conference of Kings and Presidents that 
will follow it. 





RUSSIA AND THE PEACE. 


Russia must be represented at the 
peace conference.. Great as are the dif- 
ficulties in the way of making satis- 
factory,provision for her representation, 
both the past and the future demand that 
they be overcome. The Allies can hardly 
forget, indeed they have shown no sign 
of. forgetting, the services rendered by 
the Russian armies which, dealt shatter- 
ing blows to. Austria and’ kept millions 
of Germans busy while the British Army 
was being créated. In the remade world 
that is to follow the war the Russians 
will be the largest European people; the 
world cannot remain indifferent to their 
fate. If the internal conditions of a 
nation of such size had no other reaction 
on other. peoples, allied. interest in Rus- 
sia’s future would be claimed: by the im- 
perative necessity of preventing German 
influence, most favorably situated for in~ 
filtration into Russia, from getting once 
more the upper hand, from enabling Ger- 
many to recover a strong position in 
Eastern Europe. The Czechoslovaks and 





Poles ‘and the “other “Slav natioris. will | 


erect a bulwark against this German | 
penetration, ‘but unlesd- théete is. bore | 
self-sufficiencyin the great ‘Russian 
mass behind it the bulwark may not 
avail, not even. for its own protection or 
permanence. 

Over and above all thees considera- 
tions is the moral duty owed by the other 
free nations to a people struggling 
through the first agonized stages of 
change from reactionary absolutism to 
self-government. This moral duty can- 
not be fulfilled by any recognition of 
the Bolsheviki. The mild-mannered. de- 
fenders of LENINE and TROTZKY in this 
country, persons of the type which: al- 
ways feels that any act of our side is 
far more outrageous than the same. act 
committed by the other side, have said 
that we should recognize the Bolsheviki 
in the name of democracy. But they ex- 
plicitly disclaim democracy; to your 
honest Bolshevik that word expresses 
the most distasteful of all political the-— 
ories. The Bolsheviki are the exponents 
of dictatorship by a.class; and.this class 
in ‘Russia has turned out to be 4 very 
small one. Its dictatorship is supported 
by force of arms. 

The moderate Russians have made sev- 
eral attempts to set up governments, but’ 
their instability makes recognition of any 
of them involve obvious hazard. Minis- 
terial groups such as were formed in 
Eastern Siberia, at Ufa, and at Arch- 
angel have in: almost every case. failed 
to meet altogether the demand for an 
executive which could hold together the 
supporters of democracy. The Russians 
have apparently not yet learned the les- 
son that parties of very divergent tenden- 
cies may yet be able to co-operate in the 
establishment of a stable Government 
under which their differences may be 
argued out peaceably. Each of these 
groups has had to meet a coup d’état by 
some individual leader, which sometimes 
succeeded, sometimes failed: 

The latest of these is Admiral Kot- 
CHAK’S assumption of control over the. 
Government at Omsk, successor to that at 
Ufa. The Omsk Government was the near- 
est approach to a democratic government 
representing Russia which had been cre- 
ated since the Bolshevist revolution: a 
year ago; it was the one which the 
Allies could most easily recognize. 


KoicHak’s- stroke changes its outward « 


appearance, but it may. not have changed 
The Omsk Government-re- 
garded itself as only a locum tenens 
looking forward to the convocation as 
soon as possible of the Constituent As- 
sembly elected last year. This body, 
when it meets, will be the sovereign of 
Russia, and there has been no evidence 
as yet that KotcHAK does not respect 
its eventual right. . 
Personally, KotcHaK seems to be a 
strong man, and an honest man. - In the 
group about him is certainly to be found 
the néarést approach to “ Russia” at 
the present moment.

PEACE. PSYCHOLOGY. 


Comparatively. few thinkers are also 
doers, but most doers are,thinkers. Mr. 
Hoover is emphatically a doer, and on 
sailing for Europe he left behind him a 
thought which has ‘gained meaning since 
he. .departed to carry out his ideas in 
other lands with resources from here. 
‘Referring to the law under which 
controlled markets in'a most uneconomic 
and satisfactory manner, he said: “It 
“has proved of vital importance under 
“the economic currents: and psychology 
“of war. I do not consider it of such 
“usefulness in the economic currents and 
“ psychology of peace.” 

That is a distinction with a difference. 
The effect of the psychology of war is 
too freshly exemplified to be forgotten by 
this generation, and will be a marvel for 
posterity to ponder over. Entire nations 
have been uplifted by what is generally 
thought of as a brutalfzing influence, 
which in fact-was so in one case. A war 
for loot degraded the German soldiers 
below the meanest of misers. On the 
other hand, a war for liberty and democ- 
racy raised other nations above them- 
selves. Never again will the world re- 
gard the French as frivolous; or the 
British as decadent. The world had: not 
thought of the Belgians as either, but 
hereafter Belgian bravery and sacrifice 
will be a shining mark for other peoples. 
There was nothing sordid or selfish in 
the positions of the French and British, 
and especially in that of ourselves. We 
were pure idealists, and in the twinkling 
-of an eye, after we made up our minds 
not to be neutral on a moral question, the 
most peacefulof the world’s great peoples 
became the*most martial. It would be 
impossible to deny the uplifting influence 
of the worst war-ever known on all who 
fought for principle rather than for ‘pelf. 
As Mr. Hoover remarked, with one ac- 
cord the peoples of the world. subjected 
themselves to the most stringent of laws, 
forgetting all ‘abut prices and jprofits. 

Pde the end of the war the psychology 

@isplaces the psychology of war, 
pee i the picture i is less ple@sing, The ré- 


permost sign of the times. The psychol- 
ogy of war impaired the spirit of initia- 
tive; it is reviving in our land and in gll 
others, with the effeat of obscuring the 
spirit without which it is more difficult, 
and may be impossible, to organize the 
world politically. The law under which 
Mr. Hoover has fed the world, and other 
like laws, will not. be endured much 
longer. He expresses the opinion that 
shortly it will degenerate into a ‘harass- 
ing blue law.. When there was nothing to 
divide but loss and danger men stood 
together nobly, but it is different when 
it isa question of dividing profits. There 
is nothing novel about the belittling ef- 
fect of peace any more than about the 
uplifting influence of war. The first of 
our patriots warned us against entan- 
gling alliance because other nations had 
“ primary interests ” different from ours: 
This war was about morals and rights, 
and mankind can agree about them. It is 
different with interests, and nations as 
well as men disagree about them in a 
manner magnifying the task of the 
world’s greatest and, it may be hoped, 
last peace congress. - 

Only by preserving in due measure the 
psychology of the war will it be possible 


without which nothing can be done to 
make this* war the last. In proportion 
that the psychology of peace revives and 
takes first place discord is to be feared. 
If the war against war is to yield fruit 
worthy its.cost, it will be necessary for 
the world to remember that an armistice 
is only an interim arrangement, and to 
preserve the uplifting influence of the 
war for a great and good motive until 
peace shall actually be signed. 








ECHOES OF JUTLAND. 


The German naval critic, Captain 
Persius, having told sorne.of the truth 
about the sea fight of Skagerrak or Jut- 
land from the German point of view, the 
whole truth should now come out in Eng- 
land as. well as in Germany. The High 
Seas Fleet has been shorn of most, if not 
all, of its capital ships, and the German 
Admiralty, or what. remains of it as an 
organization, might. as well reveal its 
losses in the battle. No longer will the

The defensive tactics of Admiral von 
SCHEER and favorable weather condi- 
tions saved the High Seas Fleet, accord- 
ing to Captain Prrsius, who pleads its 
inferiority in ships and gun power.

There was no sleep on the Brit- 
ish fleet during the night, and, when 
the face of the sea could be surveyed, 
“ visibility ” was worse than on the pre- 
ceding day; no German warship was in 
sight. Admiral von SCHEER had conduct- 
ed.a very clever flight—there is no other 
word for his extrication from disaster— 
and had made. good his escape with his 
sound ships and his “ lame ducks.” ’Dur- 
ing the night he had always been ready 
to attack with. his light torpedo craft— 
that is to say, to fight rear-guard ‘ac- 
tions, which to a certain extent he did— 
but even his remaining destroyers were 
nowhere to be seen, in the,morning. 

If. Sir JoHN JELLICOE obeyed orders— 
his\ friends say that his night tactics

War who are returning from Ger- 
many, Austria, and Turkey in hun- 
dreds of thousands since the signing of 
the armistices is only just beginning to 
attract attention. More than.a million 
men -=of all the _ allied nations, 
exclusive .of the Russians, are - said 


, to be coming back; and how large 
*. a percentage of that million will be too 


shattered, mentally and physically, to 


, take up their places in the civic and 
( economic life of any community can only 
_. be guessed at now. But most of the 


men who have arrived in. countries 


* bordering on Germany and Austria, and 


on the allied fronts, are’ so’ emaciated 
from starvation, brutality, and disease 
that an incredibly large number may 
be counted as lost to their _——_ 
tries. : 


Dr. Arthur N. iki in his ‘“ Talks 
with the Kaiser,” says.that " the out- 
rages committed by the Germans in 
their treatment of prisoners of war will 
probably never be known in their en- 
tirety,’’ and it may well be that the 
whole extent of the hayoc: wrought’ by 
the Germans, Austrians, and Bulgarians 
upon the bodies and minds of the poor 
devils who fell captive to them. may 
either.‘ Captain Emoe 
of the steamship City of Hamburg was 
arrested with his crew at Hamburg at 


' the very beginning of the, war and was 


interned in Ruhleben Camp. The treat- 
ment he received was better than that, 
accorded to a common sailor or soldier, 
but when he was released in’ January, 
1918, and returned to England, in ex- 

ge for a German prisoner, he was 
taken to his home on ag stretcher. He 
died in Dublin three months later, not 
having left his bed. His mind, too, was 
quite gone. Such cases could be nar- 
rated almost indefinitely, with harrow- 
ing additions of men who- have ‘been 
maimed. by German official orders or 
who have been. operated- upon unrectes- 


sarily by the Huns, in order that they ! 


might. be returned, if, they lived, with 
« limb gone when the war was over: 
‘The loss of a limb meant @ loss of one 
individual’s economic force to the coun- 
try to which he was born, and a sub- 
sequent gain for eeer's 7 after-the- 
war prosperity. ‘ 

For Germany plotted to exchange men- 
tal .and: physical wrecks for whole Ger- 
man man power from the Allies’ intern- 
ment camps when’ peace came. It is 
one of the phases of the war in which 
she has won.. The. prisoners she held 
are wrecks, ‘and the Gerrhans and Aus- 
trians we hold have been nourished 
properly and treated like human beings. 
They will be a source of stréngth and 


health to the Fatherland when they go}:

Austria was Germany’s apt pupil in 


this war, and she went her several bet- 


ter in the abuse of prisoners of war. 
The Italians in her camps have been 
martyrs. Turkey, however, is now said 
to have’ been more civilized. The allied 
captives. she is sending back have not.

8 strange as the tales of the chil- 
dren’s wonder books {s-the story 
of a wild tribe of Indians in 


York, a self-supporting community, pro- 
ducing everything for its own needs. 
The only entrance to the canyon fs by 
® precipitous trail, the rocks forming 
great 100-foot steps, the final 500 feet 
being down a verticle wall on which the 
visitor has the appearance of a fly. 

This difficulty of entrance for years 

the visit of ‘friends and foes 

and has kept the people 4 lost tribe. 
The youngest man in the tribe can re- 
member tae day when the first white 
man was seen, and less than ten years 
agé the Havasupais -were using stone 
heads for their hunting arrows and 
stone implements in thelr different oc- 
cupations. More recently a few of 
their younger men have gone up to the 
upper earth's surface to work as cOw- 
boys, and through them they have traded 
with the other Indian tribes, but the 
nearest trader’s store is 120 miles from 
them across a nearly waterless desert. 

To this unknown people Leslie Spier, 
one of the workers in the Department of 
_Anthrology of the Museum, went and 
remained with them through last Au- 
gust and a part of September. On the 
top of the plateau from which one. de- 
scenda to the ciavasupais there is a} 
country of pine forests. Going down 
one passes through the arid regions, and 
eon reaching the bottom of the canyon 
finds a fertile oasis with willow and 
cottonwood : , fruit trees, including 
the fig, with great. fields of corn, beans, 
and squash. Wild seeds and cactus 
coms from. the mountains; there are 
wild deer, antelope, mountain sheep, and 
turkeys—everything needed to onan 
the tribe. 

Mr. Spier, who is a young man, had 
been spending the Summer in the moun- 


tains with different Indian tribes. He. 


knows what roughing it in the West 
means, but he did not undertake the/ 
precipitous trail to the Havasupai land 
on horse back. 

“There were several of the Indians 
with me,”’ he says, ‘‘ but we all of us 
@ismounted except one kid who didn’t 
care what happened to him. On part 
ef that trail there is not: room for the 
body of a horse.’ 

The first thing for the visitor to do 


was to fitid.a member of the tribe who} 


knew something of English, and Mr. 
Spier then sent word that he would be 
glad to’ receive the chief and learn 
whatever he could tell of the past life 
of the people.

‘“We ate from baskets, deep square 
trays, all the family eating from one 
tray, taking up tNe food with the fin- 
gers or with the native bread. Oné of 
the corn products was green corn 
mashed and .made into patties and 
cooked in the corn husks. It. was not 
bad, but they must have had a@ differ- 

ent corm from ours, for I have tried. it 

sinee without success. One of their best 
dishes. was made from squash blossom 
boiled Itke spinach with mashed corn. 
They. use very little salt; and were 
amused that I needed so much of it. 
Salt was one of their native supplies, 
rock salt which they gathered théem- 
séives at the Grand Canyon. . 

“It is a small tribe with only about 
175 members now and there néver have 
been more than 250. There is a scarcity 
of women ‘between 20 and 40 and a 
number of ‘widowers with children. 
There are thirty-eight canips or family 
groups with several houses In each. The 
women are well treated, though as a 
rule the men and the children eat first 
and the women last, taking what ts left 
and the men are not careful to see that 
there is much of that. There is, how- 
‘ever, plenty of food for every one. 

“The men and the women both work 
in the fields; but things grow almost 
spontaneously. The early hours of the 
day are given to farm work and the 
men work very hard. The women work 
metre continuously than the men a¢ they 
are the cooks, but they are not. over- 
worked. The men hunt « TIittie, net 
much, trade a little with other tribes, 
and the women make baskets—that ig a 
‘sort of fancy work of theirs, dnd oth 
the men and women. gamble in a sort 
of fantan played with native dice. They 
play for different articles and also they 
use some’ mionsy, having a little from 
cowboys, They have no regular use for 
it among themselves.

cellent agent there now, Mr. Spier reé- 
porta, who is anxious to bring this lost 
people to the upleonads. There, he be- 
‘lieves, with thefr oper and entirely 
unprejudiced mind they will gladly ac- 
cept the white civilization, become valu- 
able cattlemen and an asset to the 
country. There seems to be a local 
project for an Ariszona National Park,

That is the biggest meaning of 
reconstruction. ._Problems of .commerce 
and finance myst ,be faced and solved 
for America’s sake, but for God's sake 
and America’s, too; let us not neglect 
the human factor in reconstruction, 
which means, in part, getting down to 
some’ small but very tmportant things, 
the children.

haven, in 1869. By_the time it was 
finished the little navy of Prussia had 
become the: navy of the North German 
Federation, “and the annexation of 
Schleswig-Holstein had added to the 
Prussian. possessions the fine port of 
Kiel. As early as 1867—the year after 
the. formation of the federation—s plan 
was made. for the construction ‘of a 
navy, to-consist of sixteen fronclads and 
fifty smalier vessels. But when -the: 
Franco-Prussian war broke out, the 
German Navy was. still.in no stage tol 
undertake sea activities, and there was 
only one small naval engagement, a 
drawn battle, in that war. 

In 1872 a new appropriation was made 
and there were slight increases in the 
navy between then and 1888. But the 
Reichstag of the. middle nineties. was 


jopposed to the Emperor's plans of ex- 


pansion; the army seemed already a 
sufficient burden. It was partly by em- 
phasizing the real need for a navy in 
connection: with ‘the nation’s growing 
commerce ‘overseas, and partly by stir- 
ring up ambitions for the future, that 
the Kaiser was able to persuade the!

In 1897 the Reichstag received a 
startling new naval program calculated 
to place Germany high among the mari- 
time powers, and in the same year von 
‘Tirpitz, the first Minister of the Navy, 
who had been trained as a seaman in- 
stead of a soldier, was appointed to that 
office of command. Some one has said 
that von. Tirpitz’s strength lay chiefly 
im the fact that he knew exactly what 
he wanted, and why. 

The naval project of 1897 is. summa- 
rized, and some of the events that 
chanced to follow it are thus described, 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica: ‘‘ In- 
stead of simply proposing to build a 
number of new ships, the bill laid down 
permanently the number of ships of 
every kind of which the navy was t 
‘consist. They were to be completed 
1904; and the bill aso specified how 
often ships of each class were to be re- 
placed. The plan would establish a 
normal fleet, and the Reichstag, having 
once assented, would lose all power of 
controlling the naval budget. The bill 
was strongly. opposed by the.

_ Owing to the great diversity and ter- 
ritorial extent of the field of revenue it 
would not be feasible here to give more 
than a general outline of a system prac- 
tical for the entire State. This must be 
bullt up gradually, with special regard 
to particular subjects, but based upon 
uniform lines, as a whole. ‘For example, 
take the revenues under licenses and. 
concessions. The evidence of these privi- 
leges should be issued serially numbered 
and a record kept by the State Con- 
troller.

Millions of dollars of revenue are de- 
rived each year from a great variety, of 
sources and under a..most distressing 
complexity .of laws frequently changed. 
Moreover, the constant:creating of new 
departments has so complicated matters 
that even. the: most” competent . public 
official ‘must: be constantly vigilant ‘to 
‘keep pace with the changing require- 
ments.

Every child should be encouraged. and 


an. account. to. the. teacher or ‘the class 
or the whole school.of anything he has 
read or seen or done. An excellent way 
to teach Bnglish composition is to pro- 
vide’ a daily. exercise, oral or written, 
or both, for every pupil in ‘this sort of 
description, the teacher restricting her 
own performance to showing the pupil 
where he or she has failed fn simplicity, 
directness, or accuracy of description. 
It ‘is tmportant that all subjects: when- 
ever possible be taught. from actual 
objects -to be accurately observed. and 
described by the pupils themselves. Pic- 
tures or drawings of objects will not 
answer the same purposé. It. should 
also be the incessant effort of the 
teacher to relate every lesson to some- 

thing tn the life of ‘the child so that 
jhe may see the useful applications of 
‘the lesson, and how it concerns: him. 
Again, much. time may “be saved in 
teaching the. familiar as well as the 
new subjects in the cxisting programs 
by teaching groups of subjects together 
fn their natural and inevitable relations. 
For example, arithmetic, algebra, and 
geometry should be taught together from 
beginning to end, each sybject ilius- 
trating and illuminating the other two. 
A great gain in the timé consumed 
and.in the interest of the pupils will be 
made by teaching the elements. of: gov- 
ernment, economics, and sociology to- 
gether, and the elements of history, bi-. 
ography, geography, and travel to- 
gether. So in the later years of ‘the 
total course {t would be advantageous 
to deal with chemistry, physics, biology, 
and geology because these subjects are 
generally found intimately associated tn 
most natural processes of. growth, 
decay, creation; or extinction, and 
may be. wisely separated only for 
advanced pupils who need to see how 
theories, guesses, and imaginings have. 
proved useful guides in expertmentation 
and research. The wise maker of school 
programs will henceforth reduce class 
work and the size of. classes, and in- 
crease .fhdividual. work. He will also 
discourage uniformity and increase .va- 
riety, in the Instruction given to the ut- 
most limit of his budget, and: will make 
as frequent as possible. the sortings; 
shiftings,, and. promotions among the 
pupils. The worst thing a teacher can 
do for the group of puptis committed to 
her charge.is to.try to keep them to- 
gether in -their attainments or -their 
progress, holding back the: bright pupils 
and..pushing on the. dull.

slouching, awkward people in the streets 
and factories as there are now. 
\The war hes brought’ to light the fact 
that American schools and ordinary 
American life for more than a ‘hundred 
years have falled to keep alive one senti- 
ment of public duty. which was natural 
to the early American communities. on 
the shores of the Atlantic because they 
lived under the constant public dangers 
and apprehensions. When the Pilgrim 
Fathers first planted their settlement at 
Plymouth they took it for granted that 
every. able bodied man was to bear arms 
in defense of the community. , The Puri- 
tan Colony of Maseachusetts Bay made 
the: same ‘assumption ; and both these 
pioneering communities relied for many 
years on a militia to which every able 
bodied -man -belonged as a matter of 
course. In’ the adventurous Puritan 
settlements on the border, the men car- 
ried their: guns with them into the flelds 
where they worked and to church on 
Sundeys. Every abled bodied man felt 
that he might at any time encounter 
wounds and death in defense of his home 
and his village. Military service from 
him “was the country’s due. 

In recent American generations this 
sense of personal. individual duty to the 
country has been lost; and it has taken 
a great. war in defense of human liberty 
to re-establish it. Now, it is for the 
‘schools and colleges of the country to 
maintu.n this sense of obligation in all 
the generations to come by direct and 
positive teachings and by co-operating 
with. the family and church in training 
boys and girls and young men and wo- 
men to render giadly free, unpaid serv- 
tce in their homes, to the neighbors and 
friends whom they can help and to the 
stranger within their gates... Every sec- 
ondary ~schoot should give concrete and 
well-illustrated instruction in all the co- 
operative. enterprises in which young 
people can take part for t benefit of 
the community, and in all the protective 
‘and helpful services. which young citi- 
gens can render. ‘The altruistic senti- 
ments..and services should be set before

Because of the complete detachment 
of church from state in this country, 
and the existence here of a great va- 
riety of churches based on different 
dogmas and creeds, or on @ifferent ob- 
servances, rituals, rites, and symbols, or 
on djfferent forms of ecclesiastical gov- 
ernment, all of which are tolerated and 
protected by the national’ and State 
Governments, it has been considered -tm- 
possible to allow in the free~ schools, 
which are supported by. general: taxa- 
tion, any of: the teachings or practices 
ordinarily ‘called religious. “A bad re 
sult of this condition is that there has 
been in the public schools’ no systematic 
inculeation of duty toward parents, 
neighbors; teachers, friends, or country, 
or of reverence toward God; although 
some practical virtues essential to the 
conduct of a school have always been 
inculcated, such as punctuality, order, 
and respect for the neighbor's rights 
and for constituted authority. Aceord- 
ingly, reverence for prophets, saints, 
and spiritual heroes has been taught 
only incidentally and with caution, lest 
the religious sentiments..of one a 
or another be shocked. 
It ts one of the best lessons: of the 
war that. millions of. American youth, 
trained in schools:of this negative -char- 
acter as regards things spiritual—many 
of them were not. connected with any 
church—heve developed in the -présence 
of the hardships, horrors, and risks of 
war sentiments which may be properly 
called religious, and.might. be expressly. 
inculcated in American public schools, : 
Most of the young men -who have 
filled the National Army. and. Navy went}

O stéry 6f the war is more worth

A garden of ten acres in Flatlands, 
Brooklyn, was conducted by Léwis F. 
Bowdish, a teacher from Public Séhool 
10, Brooklyn... The 300 boys under his 
chatge came half a day each week ffom 
Supefintendent Benjamin Veit's district 
in Brooklyn. 

A similar garden of ten acres was con- 
duéted on the Lorillard Spencer farm 
ju8t south of Pelham Bay Park, the 
Brohx. The conductor of this garden 
was W. W. Nutting, a teacher in Pub- 
lic ®€@hool 10, the Bronx, aiid he drew 
his $60 farmers from the schools of thé 
Brohk. 

‘The Wood-Harmon Real Estate Com- 
pafiy loaned the land for thé Brtéeklyfh 
sch66) farm, ‘and Istrillar€ BSpeéncef 
loané@ his farm at Pelham.Bay for the 
Brohk farm. The Board of Education 
furnished’ all supplies-to the boys and 
the boys paid théir owh car fafés 
thtoughout thé season. The suceéss 6: 
this garden project depended on the ar- 
rahgement that éaeh little farmer had 
his oWn little garden, 26 feet Wide ana 
50 feet long, and that he took all the 
profiuice which hé raistd home to teé- 
plefiish the family table.

legislation and of policy. It is training 
‘for passing judgment on. these questions 
that the high school ought to provide. 
“What is this training? 
To begin with, most of.our great po- 
‘Yitical questions, such as the tariff, the} 
‘ncome tax, the inheritance tax, the’con- 
frok of. corporations, banking system, 
public ownership, money standard, and 
a hundred others, rest.on an economic 
‘basis, and wo one can gomprehend them 
“who has not a knowledge of economics. 
Hence, economics. should be a required 


Study for every pupil in every high; 
It is now taught only to a few. |- 


school. 
pupils in our large city high schools. It 
is not taught at all in most. high schools. 

Other questions of legislation upon 
which citizens must express their judg- 
‘ment rest on a sociological basis as 
well, such as prohibition, housing of the 
‘people,. woman suffrage, legislation in 
regard to hours of lapor; minimum 
wagés, conditions of employment of wo- 
men in industries, child labor laws,. and 
many others. “Hence, scetglogy 2a shoyld 
be a fequired study for cvegy pupil in 
all high schools. Like economics, it is 
ftaughf' in only a few high schools and.in 
these to only a few pupils. 

*These subjects are not even required 
studies in our colleges except in a few 
eolirses: A person can go through high 
school, college, and profes;sional schools 
without ever studying either, and yet 
without them it is impossible to think 
straight on the gréat political issues of 
the day. Many professional men and 
many business men, not to speak of the 
uneducated, are incompetent to form in- 
dependent judgments on such questions. 
They merely adopt blindly the opinions 
of others. They are intellectually at the 
mercy of their favorite newspaper. 

Then there is a large group of munic- 
ipal problems, of which the average edu- |, 
‘cated citizen has but the vaguest knowl. 
edge, because he spent hits time in schgol 
and college on matters relating to the 
dead issues of a remote past and tq the 
purely theoretical aspects of the sciences 
which might have given him _ light. 
. ‘Phere should, therefore, be a compulsory 
required course, for one year at least, 
in every high school on municipal prob- 
lems.

ASEFIELD has said that we must 
not hope for great literature from 
the war until it is over. His im-_ 


* plication is that the warring. na- 


tions are too near and involved in the con- 
flict. to write of it with that ep tong 
which is as. necessary to great art,as the 
surcharging of emotion. Perhaps it is for 
this reason that the greatest war. book of 
the year—certainly the one that is most 
talked of just now—and, in the opinion of 
many critics, the one novel that will long 
survive the war, has been written by a neu- 
tral, a Spaniard, Blasco Ibanez. ‘* The Four 
‘Horsemen of ‘the Apocalypse ’’ is a piece 
of work with all the elements that assure 
to fiction a life more than ephemeral. It 
is full of the pain and the beauty and de- 
sire of life, but it is never hectic, it has'a 
large canvas, depicts a vast and bloody 
panorama, but never makes the reader un- 
certain of its focus. Its-story, is human, 
and deeply interesting, the characters are 
not free from human frailties, yet these 
people spring from the brain of a man who 
js not a cynic—that is to say, 'a man wh' 
believes people incapable of nobility. be- 
cause they are capable of lapses from the 
rigidities of a code. In other words, the 
author knows life deeply and yet has faith 
in it; the last scene in the novel, where 
the parents visit the grave of their soldier 
gon and their daughter, young and beau- 
teous, in the fullness of life, kisses her 
maimed soldier hero, turns the reader's 
mind away from the horrors of war and 
the great crime of the Germans to the 
time when other life shall inhabit the earth 
and be the wiser and freer for the suffer- 
ings of this generation and this war. |

A different sort of study, as different as 
could well be imagined, is Mr. Bennett’s

* Tono Bungay ’’ and ‘‘ The New Machia- 
velli '’; that is to say, the mood of. .de- 
structive criticism. ‘* Joan and Peter 
has not the humor and vitality of ‘‘ Tono 
Bungay ’’ nor the coherence which even 
“The New Machiavelli’’ had; it is the 
blanket indictment of an epoch, the epoch 
of Victoria, whom. Mr. Wells ‘character- 
jzes as a ‘panting little old an 
widow.’’ The book is the “* story of an 
education '’ and furnishes the vehicle for 
the opinions of one of the most active- 
minded of living Englishmen. It is writ- 
ten too with the mastery of phrase which 
makes Wells enjoyable to people who are 
not always in sympathy with his ideas, and 
there are some scenes in it—notably. the

NIGHTS IN LONDON. By Thomas Burke. 
Henry Holt & Co. $1.50 net. 


HE London of this new volume of 
sketches is that before-the-war Lon- 
don, the London in. which, as the author 
himself remarks in a brief prefatory 
note, ‘‘ the citizen was permitted to live 
in freedom.’’ For this reason, and many 
others, it seems more. than probable thé 
this book was written before ‘‘ Limehous 
Nights,’’ that remarkable volume of short 
- stories which attracted so much attention 
on its publication a year of 806 ago. 
** Nights in London ’’ is not a volume of 
short stories; it is purely descriptive, a 
series of vignettes of thé many towns and 
villages and cities which make up London, 
and especially of its various foreign quar-

And they are, many of them, most al- 
luring sketches. The author avows him- 
self a Cockney born and bred, and he not 
only knows London as few men know it, 
but loves it all, and more especially, it 
would seem, those parts of it from which

Moneymaking as a sordid end selfish ac- 
quisition is indefensible, and.is not de- 
fended in this Weinstock lecture on the 
‘morals of trade, delivered at the University 
of California. Monéeymaking as a measure 
of service, and as a means of creating cap- 
ital at the service of the commuzgity, is 
commendable alike in the humble 
worker and the capitalist. - But they work 
on dicferent principles. Wage earners too 
often think they. have done their whole so- 
cial duty when they do not run in debt, 





spend. In times like these, when there are 
more jobs than workers, and the rise of 
prices denotes shortage of capital, .their 
class ‘rather slackens its efforts and en- 
larges its expenditures. But. capitalists in- 
crease their ‘efforts when there is a short- 
age of their product, and they constantly 
try to increase the margin above costs by 
increasing the economies of production. 
Thus, the capitalist is more the friend of 
the consumer than the wage earner, and 
shows public spirit where the workers for 
wages show selfishness. Without thrift 
there could be no capital, and without capi- 
tal civilization would bé impossible. Money- 
making may be a vice, but also it is a duty, 
and frequently is the mark of public-spir- 
ited citizens. The ideas expressed are of 
general and permanent interest, but are 
particularly applicable to some of the 
phases of the present day.

APARTMENT PHONE SERVICE 


No Excess Charges Where Switch- 
board.is Maintained. After Dec.. 1. 


Managers of apartment houses did not 
seem greatly disturbed last week at the 
order recently issued by the Postmaster 
General to the effect that ‘on and after 
Dec. 1 no. excess rates for, telephone 
service could be charged. The order ap- 
ples equally.to hotels;and other. places 
where rates above the pay station 
charges have been charged for telephone 
calls. Practically all of’ the larger -and 
more expensive apartment houses’ have 
ho house’ exchange system, . the. tenants 
Raving their own special wire service. 
in those houses where connection is

Some $60,000,000 
has been expended to make Hog Island 
probably the greatest plant: of its’ kind 
i the world, and should one alternative 
of the agreement betweén the Govern- 
ment and the American International 
.Cor poration come to pass, this might be 
wasted. 

The island, that is the land itself, “ts 
the-property of the American’ Interna- 
tional Corporation, and on a valuation 
of ‘$1,700,000 it. has ‘been leased to the 
Government at 6 per cent. on “that 
amount, The ways, the piers, the stor- 
age. facilities, machine shops andthe 
like are all the property of the United 
States... Under the terms of the lease 
the United. States Government. has the 


first. option.to buy the land and main- 
tain the\yard as it now is, or the Amer- 
ican International Corporation -ean’ buy i 
out the°Government. Should neither-the 
Government or the American Jnterna- 
tional Corporation exercise its option, 
it is provided that the. Government’ reé- 
move its property and retun the filand 
to the Ameican International Company.

Tenement Commissioner Proposes 
Amendment to Building Law. 


Tenement House Commissioner Frank 
Mann, who favors the conversion of pri- 
| vate dwellings into three and four fam- 
ily. flat houses, to meet the great need of 
housing facilities, has cailed .a confer~ 
ence of the various organizations inter- 

, ested in the matter. at his office next |* 
j Tuesday afternoon to prepare a bill that 
would have the approval of the various 
realty interests. 
The folowing letter’ hes’ been sent out 
by Commissioner Mann; 
‘There seems to be a general demand 
for an amendment ,to the tenement 
house law for the practical conversion 
at a minimum of expense of ‘a large 
number of the two, three, and four-story 
and basement’ houses originally con- 
structed as_private dwellings, into theese 
and: four family tenements. : 


‘‘In 1918 the Jaw was amended by 
what is known aa the Lawson bill, for 
the purpose of meeting the same prob- 
lem, In practice this Aw has proven 
‘ineffective. 


‘* There is a great number of this ‘tips 
of house that seems to have outlived its 
usefulness as a private’ dwelling, and 
hence has no rental or market value. It 
is invariably ef good construction,. well 
lighted and ventilated. In my judgment 
it would appear to be good business pol- 
icy both for the real estate Interests and 
the city to get remedial legislation that 
would enable this type of house to be 
-used for tenement. purposes under cer- 
tain restrictions. 


‘The searcity and high cost of mate- 
rial and labor at this time and the 
prospect of a continuance of this condi- 
tion for an indefinite period, as well as 
the need of additional housing facilities, 
should also be borne in mind in connec- 
tion therewith. 


“It has occurred to me that \it might 
be well to get uniformity of action, and |.

ELEVATOR SKIP STOPS. 


Building Managers Suggest Way to 
Conserve Fuel. 


The: New York Building Managers’ 
Assocfation has suggested ‘‘skip stops’ 
for elevators in office buildings with a 
view to conserve fuel. ; 
The following notice has been posted 
in each floor of every building under 
the management of one member of the 
association: 
“The Pennsylvania Fuel Administra- 
tion has ixsued regulations in regard to 
elevator ‘service in office buildings. 
These regulations specify that the first 
stop up and the last stop down shall be 
the third floor, (this means that tenants 
on the second floor must walk up or 
down ;) that elevator operators will not 
allowed to carry passengers one 
floor in either direction; all ee 
elevators * be shut down at 6 M. and 
started at 7:30 A. M., = elevators to be 
shut down from 3 P. M. Saturday to 7 
f A> M. Monday 
“While the Siew York Fuel Adminis- 
tration has not put in force such a regu- 
lation and we sincerely trust they may 
not have to, it is nevertheless a fact that 
elevators ‘eat’ coal. It is interesting to
